peace  of  this  Kingdom  •,  And  finding  themfelves  ob- 
liged in  duty  and  confcience,  to  make  fpeedy  ufe  of  all 
means,  for  preventing  the  praclifes  of  fuch,  for  pre- 
ferving  of  the  Peace,  and  keeping  of  his  Majefties 
Subjeds  in  a  dutifull  obedience  to  the  Laws  and  pub- 
lick  Judicatories ,  and  in  a  Chriftian  unity  among 
themfelves.

points the  perfons  afternamed  to  be  Conveeners  of  the 
f aids  Committees  for  their  firft  meetings,which  is  appointed 
to  be  at  the  feveral  days  underwritten,whofe  names  are  con* 
difcendit  upon  by  the  Commiflioners  for  the  Shires ,  viz. 
The  Laird  of  Arneftoun  for  the  Committee  of  the  Sheriff- 
dom of  Edenburgh  :  The  Laird  of  Naughtoune  for  the 
Committee  of  Fyrle,  Sir  R9;Drummondoi  Meidhope  for  the 
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Committee  of  Lithg&w,the  L.ofRaplocheforthe  Commit- 
tee of  Lanerk,  the Provoft  of  Dumfreis  for  the  committee  of 
Dumfreisjthe  L.of  Fulwood  forthe  Committee  of  Dumbar- 
toun,the  L.of  Weftquarter  forthe  committee  of  Stirling,the 
L.ofWaughtoun  for  the  committee  of  Hadingtoun, the  L.of 
Langhtoun  for  the  Committee  of  Berwick,  the  L.  of  Skibo 
forthe  Committee  of  Sutherland, the  L.  of  Sauchie  for  the 
Committee  of  Clakmannan,  Sir  Ro:  Gordottn  for  the  Com- 
mittee of  E\gine,  John  Grant  of  Moyns,  forthe  Committee 
of  Nairn,  theL.  of  Blakbarronie,  for  the  Committee  oi 
Peebles,  the  Sheriff  of  Bute  for  fhe  Committee  of  Bute,  the

Which  per- 
fons  above  condifcendedupon,and  appointed  to  be  Gonvee- 
nersof  the  Committees  of  the  feverall  Shires,  forthe  firfl 
meetings.The  Eftates  ordains  to  advertife  the  forefaids  feve- 
rall committees  to  keep  the  days  of  meeting  refpefiive  after 
fpecified.-  And  for  this  effect,  ordains  the  Com mifsioners 
of  the  Shires  to  advertife  thofe  who  are  appointed  to  be 
Conveeners  of  the  faids  Committees  in  every  Shire 
m  due  time  to  keep  the  dayes  and  times  of  meeting 
r effective  underwritten.  And  the  Eftates  of  Parlia- 
ment Declares ,  That  none  of  the  Perfons  ?  either  Co- 
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lonellsorupon  the  Commitreesof  War  of  the  feveral  Shires 
who  are  guilty  of  the  crimes  in  the  firft  or  fecondCMs  of  the 
A&  of  C'aifis  nx  St.  Andrews^tid  fallis  under  the  fame  firft  or 
iec  nd  Chifs  (hail be  eichcrrColoneils^or  upon  the  "Commit- 
tees of  War  refptfi'vh  forcfaid ,  .notwithftanding  of  the  no- 
nih&?Jouand.dt£tionaboTlementionat.,  with  power  to  the 
fofrfaids;  Committees  of  War,  or  any  nineof  them  as  the 
quorum  of  every  Committee  of  each  ieverali  Shire ,  ex- 
cept the  Shire. of  Aberdeen- j  whereof  the  quorum  of  that 
Shhe  is  to  be  fifteen  of  their  own  content ,  befide  the  con- 
veenas  ofthe  (aids  Committee,  whom  they  are  hereby  Au- 
thorifed  to  make  choice  of  amongft  themfelves  from  time 
totVmeasthey  (hall  think  fitting,  after  the,  firft  meeting  to 
meet  thofe  on  this  fide  of:  Tay  upon  the  Ninth  day  of  CfrUy 
next:  And  thefe  betwixt  the  waters  o^  Tay  and  Spey  the 
T  we  Ivth  day  of  the  faid  moneth  obMay  next:  And  thefe  by- 
north  the  water  of  Spey  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  fame  moncth 
oiMay  next:  And  thereafter  once  of  the  week  at  the  leaftat 
the  Head  Burgh  of  theShireor  any  other  convenient  place 
they  pleafe  •  and  there  to  take  f  peciali  tria'l ,  and  make  pre- 
fent  lifts  of  the  hail  fenfible  perfons  betwixt  fixty  and  fixteen 
within  their  Shire,  and  to  take  fpechli  care  to  fee  both  the 
Foot  and  Horfmen  fulficiencly  provided  with  Armes ,  and 
that  the  Shires  be  continued  in  the  fame  divisions  that  were 
formerly ,  and  a  diftin  51  part  thereof  appointed  for  everyone 
oftheColonellsforefiids  within  their  bounds:  And  if  any 
debate  arife  concerning  thefe .divifions,  which  cannot  be  fett- 
led with  confent :  That  the  fame  be  reprefented  to  the  Parli- 
ament or  Committee  oj;Eftates,and  that  they  reduce  the  hail 
fenfible  perfons  in  the  Shire  as  %vell  to  Burgh  as  Land  into 
regiments ,  foot-companies  and  horfe  troups :  which  being 
done,  that  the  Committees  be  idvifeof  the  Colonels  ap* 
point  sell  under  Officers  neceilary  for  commanding  all  thefe* 
under  their  charge :  And  that  they  be  'fufkiently  provided 
with  all  furniture  neceflary,  and  dreilled  and  exercifed  in  ma- 
nigeing their  Arms,  every  Regiment  once  in  the  moneth, 
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and  every  Company  and  Troop  once  in  the  week,  at  fuch  places  as 
the  fakis  Committees  and  Colonels  fhall  appoint;  who  are  hereby 
required  to  fee  the  Captains  of  each  Company  provided  with'Col'OMfs  >  : 
and  Drums,and  the  Rutmafters  with  Cornets  and  Trumpets,,  and'that 
they  be  in  readinefle  as  they  (hall  receive  order  from  the  Parliament' or " 
Committee  of  Eftates,  to  bring  forth  fuch  number  and  Proportion  of 
the  Forces  of  their  Shire  with  fufficient  furniture,  Armes  andP'rovifii-  • 
on  as  they  fhall  be  required.    -  ■■■_  :      : -. 

And  it  is  hereby  provided  that  the  Burroughs  Royal  within  the  Shires ' 
{Hail  have  the  nomination  of  their  Captains,  and  under  Officers ;  and 
their  men  to  be  exercifed  within  their  own  Town ,  and  fhall  not  be 
obliged  to  keep  other  places  of  Muftering  within  the  Shire  till  the  Re- 
giments of  that  Divifion,  wherein  the  Burgh  lies,  be  called  to  march 
or  go  upon  fervice :  In  which  caleeach  Burgh  is  to  furnifti  a  propor- 
tionable number  of  well  armed  men,  conform  to  the  number  furni- 
(hed  by  the  Shire :  And  who  are  to  go  on  in  the  fervice  under,  and  re- 
ceive command  from  the  Colonells  and  others  Officers  named  as  faid 
is.  And  for  the  good  of -the  fervice  :  It  is  Ordained,  That  the  feverall  - 
Committees  aforefaid,  appoint  fome  fure  place 'for  Magazines  of  Am- 
munition and  Arms  for  the  ufe  of  the  Shire.  And  that  the  whole  work 
may  be  the  better  furthered  and  avanced,  the  Committees  and  Colo- 
nels forefaids,  are  hereby  Ordained  to  labour  fo  far  as  in  them  lies  to 
entertain  unity  and  love  amongft  all  his  Majelties  good  Sub/ecTs  in 
thefe  Bounds :  And  that  all  private  quarrels  in  cafe  any  fiiali  happen 
to  fall  out  among  any  well  afrected  perfons  be  fetled  and  removed  ami- 
cabiie.  Otherways  that  the  fame  be  reprefented  to  the  Committee  of 
Eftates  :  And  if  any  Tumult  or  Infurre&ion  break  forth  in  the  Shire, 
by  Malignants  or  dif-afTecled  perfons,  or  if  any  {hall  offer  to  pppole 
or  obftrutft  by  violence  the  refolutions  of  the  Parliament  or  Commit- 
tees thereof,  With  power  to  the  faids  Committees  and  Colonels  to  ufe 
all  means  to  compeft  them.  And  if  need  be,  to  purfue  the  raifers  of  the 
faid  Tumults  and  publike  oppofers  of  the  Refolutions  of  the  Eftates  in  ■ 
a  Hoftill  way  by  the  ftrength  of  the  Shire  :  And  if  the  lnfurreclion 
oroppofitioncometothat-height  that  the  Shire  where  it  falls  out  i«" 
not  able  to  fupprefs  the  fame*;  that  the  Colonels' ,  Committees ,  and 
Commanders  of  the  next  adjacent  Shires  on  all  quarters  (with  whom 
the  Committees  refpettii/e  are  to  keep  coirefpondence)  joyn  for  fup- 
preffing  the  fame,  as  they  fhalL  receive  advertifement  from  the  Com-  - 
mitteeof  Eftates,  or  Committee  of  the  Shir?  where  She  Infurreftion 
is.  And  in  cafe  of  any  Forraign  invahons  by  Sea  or  iand,  tliat  the^Co- 1 
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lopels  and  Commanders  rife  m  Armes  with  the  whole  ftrength  or  the 
Shire9  Horfe  and  Toot  for  refilling  the  fame ;  and  by  Beacons  and  o- 
therways  give  timeous  advertifement  thereof  to  the  Cotintrey  &  next 
adjacent  Shires,  who  are  hereby  commanded  to  rife  and  concur  in  the 
purfuitof  thefaids  Invaders,  and  raifers  of  commotion  or  trouble: 
And  if  they,  or  any  others  aflifting  them  in  thefe  unlawfull  deeds 
ihall  ilie  to  ftrengths  and  houfes  With  power  to  the  faids  Colonels, 
Commanders,  and  others  that  joyn  with  them,to  raife,fire,afiiege  the 
faids  Strengths  and  Houfes,and  ufe  all  other  kinde  of  Warlike  engyne, 
that  can  be  had  for  recovery  thereof,  and  apprehending  the  faids  per- 
ibns,  and  their  afsifters*  arid  if  in  execution  hereof  any  (laughter), 
mutalatione,  or  other  accident  fhall  fall  out  upon  the  perlbns  fo  pur- 
fued;  The  Eftates  of  Parliament  declares,  the  Colonels,  and  others 
forefaids,  aflifting  them,  free  thereof,  and  of  all  pain  or  danger  they 
may  incur  there  through,  for  ever. 

And  Ordains  and  Commands  all  his  Majefties  good  fubjefts  to  afsift 
thefaids  Committees  and  Colonells  in  the  profecution  of  this  Com- 
mifsion,  under  the  pain  to  be  efteemed  and  punifhed  as  enemies  to 
Religion,  the  Kings  Majefty,  and  their  Native  Countrey,  and  art  and 
part  of  the  faids  Iniurredions  and  tumults :  And  to  the  end  the  faids 
Committees  and  Colonels  may  the  better  attend  this  charge,With  po- 
wer to  them  or  Quorum  thereof,  to  inflict  and  uplift  penalties  affthe 
abfents.  And  it  is  hereby  declared,that  the  Colonels  of  the  Shires,and 
wel-afFecled  Noblemen  within  the  fame,have  voice  and  place  in  their 
Committees  refollive,  and  are  members  thereof.  And  lalt  thefe  Com- 
mittees are  hereby  ftraitly  injoyned  and  commanded,  to  obey,and  put 
in  execution  all  Orders  and  lnftruftions,  to  be  lent  to  them  by  this. 
Parliament  or  Committee  of  Eftates:  And  give  frequent  advertife- 
ment of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  Shire,  to  the 
Committee  of  Eftates,  to  whom  they  {hall  be  anfwerable  for  the  dif, 
charge  of  this  truft  cornmited  to  them.By  thisCommifiion  which  is  to 
indure  while  the  fame  be  recalled  by  the  Parliament,  Convention,  or 
the  Committee  of  Eftates,  and  all  other  former  Commissions  for  this 
purpofe  and  nomination  of  Colonels  and  Committees  in  the  Shires  to 
be  void  and  null  in  all  time  coming  5  and  in  the  mean  time  the  Eftates 
of  Parliament  gives  hereby  power  to  the  Committees  of  thefe  Shires 
that  are  fpatious  and  large,  to  fubdivide  the  Committees  thereof,  and 
appoint  the  times  and  places  of  their  meetings  for  the  lame  as  the 
Committees  of  thefe  Shires  (hall  think  fit,  and  as  may  conduce  moft 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  publick  ferviceand  well  of  their  faids  Shire*
